As taxpayers you are pay­ 
ing for these projects and while tile adverse e f f e c t may not be 
felt for several years, ultimately this additional production will 
cause another dislocation of agriculture. 
T h e plan to restrict farm production about one-fourth will 
logically displace about the same per cent of farm labor,
